from fhe growers failed lo discern anything small about the 
price, which rangecj from S3.50 to £<l and upwards per barrel, 
which must be admitted to be a pretty stiff price for.potatoes 
direct from the field. 


But the writer assumes that prices were not satisfactory to 


ihe growers, and that for Iliis reason they are not going o 
raise so many potatoes thjs year. 
Many farmers have old

he says, that they are going to raise only enough tor then- 


own use and he understands that the fanners of Washington 
county N. Y., probably the greatest potato county 
in the 


country next to Aroosldok; Me,, are going to raise only about 
one fourth as many as they Jd.last year. 
In this he is un- 


questionably mistaken. . MeiVfrhb have been in parts of 
Washington county very recently report thai the farmers are 
planting about the usual acreage and looking forward to the 
crop as one of the most profitable they can raise.

A crop of sixty to ninety barrels to Ihe acre bring- 


ing from $3 to S4 a barrel is not'to be laughed at, and the 
Washington county farmer's are not laughing at it, although 
some of them are censuring themselves for refusing J>4 a 
barrel last fall or early in the winter and being obliged to sell 
for a little over $3 this spring.
